A QUESTION FOR THE BUILDING SOCIETIES 





Building Societies are rightly alert 
to their business responsibilities, 
e.g.to see that all properties shall 
be sound security on which to advance 
loans; and that the rates of interest 
paid to investors. be high enough to 
attract capital and those charged to 
porrowers low enough to encourage the 
good practice of home-ownership, but 
they are not, or ought not to be,bus- 
iness concerns only, For many years, 
however, they have invited criticism 
of their general indifference to the 
architectural quality of the houses 
they help to finance. 


After all the efforts to bring them 
to a sense of their responsibility in 
this matter it would be reasonable to 
expect some reference to the question 
of design, if only an apologetic one, 
in the address of the chairman of the 
Building Societies Association to the 
recent annual meeting. What do we 
find? Apart from a vague allusion to 
the ‘improved appearance’ of a million 
or more old houses helped by the soc- 
ieties, Mr.Meikle, this year's chair- 
man, made no reference to the subject. 
He uttered no word about the part they 
could play in improving house design, 
nor about notable happenings in this 
respect such as the Private House- 
building Symposium held at the RIBA 
last year, and the architectural com- 
petition for the design of houses pro- 
moted jointly by the RIBA and by the 


‘Ideal Home' magazine. Nor was any- 
thing said about related development 
such as the architect-designed pri- 
vate housebuilding schemes that have 
aroused so much interest lately. 


The omission of any reference to 
such things may, of course, be acci- 
dental but it is hard to avoid the 
conclusion that so far as encouraging 
good design is concerned, the policy 
of the building societies remains un- 
changed and negative,

BRICK SUPPLIES: The question of the 
shortage of bricks was raised in the 
House of Commons on June 16 by Mr.A, 
Lewis. Replying ,Mr.Molsem the Mini~ 
ster of Works, said he was aware of a 
significant increase in building ae~ 
tivity and particularly in private en-~ 
terprise housing,and that as a result 
delays in delivéries ef eertain types 
of brick, notably flettems, have ap-~ 
peared locally in parts of the country. 
’The evidence before me’ declared the 
Minister, ‘does not indicate that there 
is a general shortage of bricks, I am, 
however, in touch with representatives 
of both the builders and the bricke- 
makers. The latter have extensions in 
hand which will result in increased 
production,

ARCUK Decision. ~- The Architects Regis 
tration Council, at their meeting on 
June 17, accepted a recormendation of 
the Professional Purposes Cormittee to 
the effect that architect members of 
Chambers of Commerce should in future 


be permitted to have their names pub 
lished in the classified lists of these 
bodies as well as in the general lists. 


The Register of Architects, 1959, now 
published by ARCUK, 68, Portland-place, 
W.1., price 15s, states that there were 
18 ,987 names on the Register at December 
31, 1958, compared with 18,835 a year 
earlier. 





Birthday Honour. - Among the new Knights 
Bachelor is Mr. A.M.C. Jenour, TD, JP, 
for political and public services in 
Monmouthshire.

RICS Annual Conference. ~ In his Gold 
Medal paper on ‘The Realisation of Pos- 
itive Town Planning’, given at St. An 
drews on June 24, Mr. J.A. Carpenter 
said that there was a need to replace 
the widespread idea of planning as neg- 
‘ative and restrictive and to make it 
positive and constructive. Planning was 
not only a matter of professional exp 
ertise but was concerned with the whole 
well-being of man. Practical planning 
was the outcome of Statute. Improve: 
ment was therefore to be looked for 
first by amending the law. There was a 
need to consolidate into a single com 
prehensive Act all the various provis- 
ions at present concerned with planning. 
It may be appropriate for the Govern. 
ment to create Joint Planning Boards 
capable of supervising awider area 
than that of any existing body. Co-~ord 
ination is nowhere more necessary than 
in framing and carrying out industrial 
policy. There is acase for further 
new amd expanded towns. ‘We have some- 
how to accommodate within the existing 
urban and rural scene all manner of new 
and unsympathetic features such as pow- 
er lines and concrete motorways...We 
are tending to give too little thought 





to the best way of incorporating mod- 
ern innovations without completely de- 
stroying the beauty and order of our 
streets an! countryside’. 


Motorway Labour Force. ~- In the House 
of Commons on June 17 Mr. B. Janner 
asked the Minister of Transport if, 
in view of the fact that some 3,000 
men, and plant valued at £5m, would 
shortly be released from construction- 
al work on the London to Bitmingham 
motorway, he could indicate what new 
plans he had for continuing on an ad- 
equate scale the road construction 
programme. Mr. G.R.H. Nugent, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary, wrote in reply: 
'The road programme will continue into 
the future as fast as the resources of 
the country will allow and our for- 
ward planning ensures’ that the pre- 
paratory work has been done to keep 
the pipeline full. But as I have said 
before we do not intend to ahnounce 
detailed plans a long way ahead‘.

Iuton 
could hardly be described as far from 
the nearest London Brick Co.'s works, 
being a matter of some 16 miles or so, 
yet I have one job completely stopped 
because of a lack of Lonion Brick Co. 
bricks, and four others where work is 
barely proceeding. This is in spite of 
the fact that pre-ordering took place 
as long ago as December last, in the 
event quite a meaningless gesture.
